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Laborers' strike 
to affect work 
on local projects 


Developments In the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grovo area oro expected to feel tho ef- 
fects of (he Chicago area laborers' strike 
today, despite tho fact that most jobs 
were operating ns usual yesterday. 


Only the Foxboro development, on 


Wolf Ilond north of Illntz Itoad, in Wheel- 
Ing, was shut down because of the strike. 
Developer Slgmund Lcfkowltz said about 
100 persons wero off the job as of yester- 
day morning. He said his firm has been 
affected by picketing, but refused to say 
If It was on the Foxboro site. Construc- 
tion of tho project has just begun. 


Widening and paving of Dundee Road 


between Elmhurst Horn! and Klc. 53 is 
expected to bo shut down this morning. 
Because of wet weather yesterday work- 
ers were not on tho job. An Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation official snld 
n walk-out will delay completion of the 
project which Is already behind schedule 
because of bad weather. 


A spokesman for Molstor Nclbcrg Co., 


tho developer of Lake of the Winds 
apartments In Wheeling said the strike 
had not affected the project as of yoster- 
ilny. However, he said he thought it prob- 
ably would by today. 


Tim spokesman said ho does not expect

to lock-out workers because of the strike. 
"I don't expect anything. I'll just play it 
by car. As of now we have no plans," ho 
said. The development is located south of 
the VIP apartments off Waterman Lano. 


Jim Otis, of tho Otis Development Co. 


said tho strike has not affected work on 
his now development near Routes 83 and 
63 In Buffalo Grove. "I don't think it has 
up until now, but it probably will," he 
said. At the present time grading and 
earth work is being done on the project. 
Otis said because laborers arc not used 
for that work, there were none on tho 
site yesterday. 


Otis, however, said if the laborer's 


union were to start picketing there, 
workers from other trade unions prob- 
ably would not cross tho picket lines. 
"We'll just keep going as long as wo can 
and hope wo don't have to shut down," 
Otis said.

drama will resume on morning television today ns hearings 
before the special Senate committee on the Watergate scan- 
dal continue after a week's recess. 


Tho proceedings of U.S. Sen. Sam Ervin's committee on 


Watergate will be televised in this area on NBC's Chicago 
station, WMAQ-Channcl 5. The hearings will begin at 9 a.m. 
Chicago time and will last three days. The full hearings on 
videotape will be shown each evening beginning at 7 p.m. on 
WTTW. Channel It, Chicago. 


Sen. Ervin. D-N.C.. has said the harlngs will continue on 


schedule, despite urglngs by the special federal prosecutor, 
Archibald Cox of Boston, to delay the senate committee pro- 
ceedings. Cox is the man selected by the new attorney gener- 
al. Eliot Klchardson. to be the no-holds-barrod criminal pros- 
ecutor of Watergate wrongdoers. 


Cnx maintains that continuation of the televised hearings 


this morning will interfere with private grand jury deliber- 
ations. Sen. Ervin said he will not delay any of his hearings, 
no matter what Cox says.

Jeffrey Avenue bridge plans studied 


Wheeling officials are reviewing their 


plans for replacing the Jeffrey Avenue 
bridge to eliminate problems that may 
have caused contractors not to bid on the 
project last month. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


decided to review the plans after con- 
tractors failed to return sealed bids for 
the project lost month. He said all of the 
contractors who picked up specifications 
have been contacted and asked why they 
chose not to bid. 


Passolt said some contractors did not 


bid for tho bridge work because they 
were busy with larger projects. "Others 
indicated that if there were a few 
changes or clarifications, they would be 
apt to tld," he said. 


The removal and replacement of the 


Jeffrey Avenue bridge Is a major village 
flood control project. When the project 
first went out for bid, Wheeling officials 
expected work to be under way before 
the summer. Since none of the con- 


tractors bid for the project, this work 
will be delayed at least until late sum- 
mer. 


PASSOLT said yesterday that before 


the village goes out for bids again, 
changes will probably be made in the 
plans for the project. He said he will be 
calling a meeting in the next few weeks 
"to decide what modifications should be 
made in the specifications that will en- 
courage people to bid."

The manager said he did not want to 


comment on these changes until they 
were discussed with the consulting engi- 
neers, the village engineer and Trustee 
Bill Hein. He said these people will de- 
cide how the plans for the bridge work 
will be changed. 


The original plans called for the widen- 


ing and dredging of the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, the removal and replacement 
of the present bridge and the removal of 
many large trees which block the flow of 
water. To prevent further erosion of 


property by the bridge, special concrete 
protections were to be installed. 


Last year, residents objected to the 


widening and dredging of the creek be- 
cause many of the large trees along the 
banks would have to be removed. They 
said they had no assurance that they 
would actually have less flooding once 
the trees were removed. 


Village officials have maintained that 


the center post under the bridge and the 
large trees along the banks slow the flow 
of water in the creek. They said this 
causes the water to back up and over- 
flow the creek banks. The bridge project 
will remove both these obstacles to the 
creek flow. 


AS A UESULT of the protest over the 


tree removal, the project has been dis- 
cussed in detail with the residents along 
the creek. Hcin said these residents gave 
their approval of the project, since the 
plans called for landscaping after the 
trees were removed.

Construction shutdowns that peppered 


tlio Northwest suburbs Montlny xhoultl bo 
followed by nn arcnwltlc lockout of lalwr- 
ers by major contractors lixlny. Some $2 
billion In construction projects will grind 
to n halt with this action. 


It's all the result of a dispute over 


wanes «ml work schedules between the 
laborers and a major contractor bargain- 
ing group, tlw Mid-America Regional 
Hargainlng Assoclutlon (MARBA). Some 


. 15,000 laborers In 22 area locals began 


the strike nnd selective picketing last 
Friday morning. Their contract expired 
.May .1.

Chicago." MARBA Li ready to resume 
negotiations any time the union Is will- 
ing, he said. 


"The issue is economic," Nielsen con- 


tinued. "The union demand is for a 65- 
cent per hour increase on a present wage 
level of S7.G2, or about 8.5 per cent. This 
exceeds the national guideline of 5,5 per 
cent and also exceeds the present pattern 
of settlements in construction by other 
trade unions." 


The cost of new housing and other 


types of construction will continue to go 
"through the roof," unless unreasonable 
wnj;o demands are resisted, Nielsen 
mldcd. He said work opportunities in the 
building trades arc also at stake. 


IKWIN KI.ASS. spokesman for the Chi- 


cago Federation of Labor, said all the 
laborer locals within the Chicago metro- 
politan area arc represented at the bar- 
gaining (able by Construction and Gener- 
al Lalwrcrs District Council. No new offi- 


cial bargaining talks wore held Monday, 
he sold. 


In addition to wages, work rules are 


bargaining issues. Employers want a 
flexible work schedule, said Klass. Con- 
tractors also want the laborers to work 
Saturday at regular pay If they cannot 
work one day during the regular work 
week. Laborers wont over-time pay for 
all Saturday work. 


SAM SHAPIRO, attorney for the labo- 


rers, said Monday that the union is in the 
process of sending out information on 
closing job sites. "We want to make sure 
It's authoritative," he said. This accounts 
for a number of local construction sites 
which had not been affected by the labor- 
ers strike and picketing as of yesterday. 


"The construction jobs arc in the hun- 


dreds," he said. "The men go out on the 
job in the morning and they're not 
aware of the conditions." In this sense 
the lockout by contractors could be bene- 
ficial, Shapiro added. "They would save 
us some picketing costs and the dis- 
semination of information." 


A number of contractors who are not 


MARBA members have signed indepen- 
dently with the laborers. The 65 cent an 
hour increase is a "bargaining figure," 
said Shapiro, but the Issue of overtime 
work on the weekend Is "one for which 
the employes fought for a long, long 
time. And they don't want to give it up 
over a few cents an hour," he added. 
. Between 15,000 to 20,000 construction 
laborers are Involved In the strike, Sha- 
piro said. Exemptions are public interest 
projects or those of nn emergency nature 
affecting a number of people. 


Among the Northwest suburban con- 


struction sites affected by union closings 
on Monday were Foxboro apartments In 
Wheeling, and Campanelli, Inc.,'s single- 
family and quad home projects 
in 


Schaumburg. Some 30 to 50 units are 
shut down as a result of the strike, said 
Campanelll Vice President Joseph Shar- 
key of the 
company's projects 
on 


S c h a u m b u r g Road. Weather condi- 
tions have already caused a six week de- 
lay in completion of the housing units, he 
said. 


M O R T DEUTSCH OF Arlington 


Heights, a single-family homcbuilder is 


among the smaller contractors who is 
not yet affected by the laborer strike. 
He said the contract dispute may not af- 
fect sites where laborers are not sched- 
uled to work. 


Highway construction sites were closed 


down in a number of areas yesterday, 
but "there is no clear cut pattern," said 
Raymond M. Harris, regional projects 
engineer for the Illinois Department of 
Transportation on Monday. Golf Road, 
Algonquin Road and Dundee Road proj- 
ects were still in progress "but we think 
that tonight they may shut down," Har- 
ris said Monday. "We're weeks behind 
already duo to the unseaasonably wet 
weather," he said.

The Ixiard was expected to vole ycstcr- 


ilny on n proposal by Comr. Floyd Fulle 
of DCS Pbliies to realign the board mem- 
bership to reflect tho county's population 
shift to tlm .suburbs. 


Currently, the board Is made up of 10 


commissioners elected from the City of 
Chirac" nnd 5 from tho .suburbs. Noting 
Unit 1!»70 census figures show approxi- 
mately •!» per cent of the population now 
resides outside the City of Chicago, Fulle 
proposed a Iwml with nine elected from 
the city and six from (lie suburbs. Fulle 
suld the move would be In accordance 
with the U.S. Supreme Court's one-man, 
one-vote edict. 


If approved, the alteration would give 


suburban residents a far greater voice in 


county government. The budget, major 
appropriations and all contested zoning 
matters require a two-thirds majority for 
passage — nn advantage Chicago com- 
missioners have enjoyed for more than 
1UO years with 10 of 15 votes. 


TIIK PROPOSAL was scheduled for a 


vote at the bonrd meeting May 7, but 
was delayed when Comr. John Stroger, a 
Chicago Democrat, quarreled with popu- 
lation figures Fulle used. 


Slrogcr also contended, at that time, 


the deviation from the one man, one vote 
principle that currently exists is accept- 
able. 


Failing to receive, any substantial show 


of support from his party colleagues, 
Strngcr asked for a 30-day deferment to 
give him time to provide more accurate 
population figures nnd to research the 
law. Strogcr's request was granted by 
the board which then, at Fullc's request, 
specified the matter would come up for a 
vote nt the June 4 meeting.

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Bill easingo 
incorporation 
obstacles passes 


A bill that would remove some of the 


legal obstacle* blocking the Incorporation 
of I'rospcct Heights passed the Illinois 
Senate Friday by a 33-3 vote. 


Out the bill, which now ROCS to the Illi- 


nois House of Representatives for a vole, 
Is not a.s .strong as hoped for by the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PIHA). For two years the PHIA has 
been trying to incorporate Prospect 
Heights as a city, but the association has 
been slopped by objections from Wheel- 
Ing ami Arlington Heights. 


The bill, sponsored by Slate Sen. Brad- 


Icy Olass, R.NorthfioId, at the PHIA's 
urging, was amended to allow municipal- 
ities bordering 11 proposed Incorporation 
to enter objections, but not to hold up 
proceedings completely. Originally the 
bill, which was amended by Glass, would 
have permitted Prospect Heights and 
any oilier Incorporated area of 7,500 resi- 
dents or more to incorporate without con- 
sent from neighboring villages. 


Class* bill gives neighboring municl- 


pnlltirs within I.'. miles the right to 
object 
to the incorporation on the 


grounds thiit the incorporation would ad- 
versely affect the ability of that munici- 
pality to carry out Its respoaslbllltles. 
The provision Is not specific, but refers 
to municipal duties, such as water and 
sewer services, slrccl maintenance and 
others. 


Till: OH.IKGTI.NT. municipality would 


have the burden of proof, according to 
(il.-iss, and a judge would decide whether 
the incorporation would hinder the exist- 
ing municipality. Glass said the court 
would then ild the two parties In finding 
mutually acceptable boundaries so the 
lncor|x>ratinn proccvs could proceed. 


As stale law now stands, Arlington 


Heights and Wheeling have been able to 
prevent all Incorporation proceedings 
simply by objecting and giving no rea- 
sons 
Arlington Heights officials have 


told PHIA members their objections con- 
cern boundaries, but Wheeling has given 
no specific reasons. 


Glass amended his bill after Arlington 


Heights officials contacted him and re- 
quested the amendment. But Glass said 
the Arlington Heights officials had no in- 
fluence on his decision to amend the bill. 


"f just think it's the fairest approach," 


he .said. 


The PHIA now hopes that an in- 


corporation bill passed by the House and 
now pending in the Senate Is passed by 
the Senate and Is signed Into law. That 
hill, sponsored by Stale Rep. Robert 
.Iiickelt. It-Park Ridge, would permit 
Prospect Heights to Incorporate without 
consent of neighboring municipalities. 
The 1)111 is similar to Glass' bill before it 
w:is amended. 


According to Glass, If both bills arc 


passed by the General Assembly two 
things could happen. The bills could be 
sent In a Joint House-Senate committee to 
work nut a compromise or both bills 
could Iw sent to Gov. Daniel Walker who 
would have to choose which one he signs. 


Toll: one fistfight, one busted door 
Led Zeppelin fans mob local box offices 


RANDHURST POLICE detained ono person for a time 
yesterday when ho became angered after the ticket 
supply for the Led Zeppelin concert was exhausted. By- 
standers said the youth began yelling obscenities when 


the sellout was announced. Large crowds appeared at 
both Randhurst and Woodfield in Schaumburg to buy 
tickets for the popular rock group. A melee at Wood- 
field resulted in two arrests.

It used to be that rock fans got feisty 


at concerts. Now the fights are breaking 
out at the ticket windows, weeks in ad- 
vance. 


Yesterday morning, tickets went on 


sale at area Tlcketron outlets for the Led 
Zeppelin concerts July 6 and 7 at Chi- 
cago Stadium. A fight broke out at Wood- 
field Mall between at least two young- 
sters, and at Randhurst Shopping Center 
a glass door was broken. 


In Schaumburg, two juveniles were re- 


leased early Monday afternoon by police 
after being arrested in the morning dur- 
ing a disturbance at Sears Roebuck and 
Co.'s Ticketron outlet in Woodfield. Po- 
lice said the two were released after an 
investigation indicated there was no 
ground for filing charges. 


At Randhurst a glass door in the Ward 


store broke because of the press of the 
crowd. Doors opened at 10 a.m. and by 
the time the concerts were sold out 
(about 1 p.m.) some 750 tickets had been 
sold there. 


POLICE WERE called to the scene at 


Ward's, but the crowd was very quiet 
and controlled when they arrived. One 
youth walked around bragging to another 
that he had given the ticket seller $100 
and "they gave me 20 tickets or so." 


The Led Zeppelin is a British rock 


group, that also dabbles in acoustic gui- 
tar songs. An album released in April 
was the first in 17 months, and sales and 
scenes such as yesterday's prove the 
group's popularity has not been dimmed 
by unfamiliarity. 


A spokesman for Crawford's Depart- 


ment Store In the Rolling Meadows Shop- 
ping Center said the store had antici- 
pated the big demand. The store's deci- 
sion was not to sell any tickets to the 
concerts. 


"We just can't handle the volume," he 


said. "It's too great for this particular 
concert." 


Omni-House takes over glass recycling project 


Omni-Housc: Youth Services Bureau, an 


area counseling agency, has taken over 
the operation of the Wheeling glass re- 
cycling project, formerly rim by the 
Wheeling Jaycccs. 


The agency is planning to use funds 


from the recycling to finance its projects 
for young people In Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, parts of Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights. Omni- 
House operates out of a remodeled store- 
front on Milwaukee Avenue In Wheeling, 


The Jaycccs Initiated the glass recycl- 


ing project last year, with the glass-col- 
lecting bin located behind the Wheeling 
Village Hall. 


During the first year of operation, the 


Jaycccs collected nearly 80 tons of clear, 
green and brown glass. Close to 10 tons 
of glass have been delivered every two 
months to the Ball Glass Corp. In Munde- 
Icln. Both the glass bin and the delivery 
have been handled by the Wheeling Dis- 
posal Co. 


ACCORDING TO the Jaycees, the recy- 


cling project has not been considered a 


money-making operation for the organi- 
zation. Jaycee Mike Miles said the proj- 
ect was primarily a means to promote 
ecology. "For the time and effort In- 
volved, what monies derived from the 


project has been a secondary consid- 
eration," he said. 


Tony Altieri, former Jaycee president, 


said his group was getting about $20 a 
ton for the glass they collected.

ltd. Fire officials hope to start construc- 
tion mi the addition sometime In August 
and any lm>rr of the house must move It 
within •!"> day.s, according to Bob Venlty, 
nllornvy for the fire district. 


A public auction on the house will l>e- 


gin nt 7:l.'i p m. June It) at tin. 
1 fire sta- 


tion At that lime, fire district trustees 
•will nccept bids on the house. According 
to stale law, the district must have a 
public auction or advertise for bids on 
any real estate It wishes to dispose of. 


Although first notice of the public auc- 


tion was released today, the fire district 
has tentatively agreed to give the house 
to a volunteer fireman who would move 
It In another lot. Fire officials said they 
made the tentative agreement after an- 
nouncing nt two public meetings that 
they were taking bids on the house. 


"WE TALKED about It at our meet- 


ings, and nolxxly came forward," said 
Norman Johason, president of the hoard 
of fire trustees. "Wo thought giving the 
house away would be saving us money." 


Johnson said the district looked inlo 


how much It would cost to demolish the 
house and cart It away. He said costs 
ranged from $2,500 to $.1,000. 


Randall Stephcnson, who made (ho ten- 


tative agreement with fire officials, said 
he would move the limiso to a vacant lot 
and sell it. First, however, he said he 
plans to remodel the building, which is in 
disrepair. Stcphcnson, a general con- 
tractor, estimated it will cost him at 
least $(1,000 to move the house to a lot on 
Alton Road In Prospect Heights. 


The purclin.se of the land and house by 


the fire district ends two years of nego- 
tiations. -Two years ago voters approved 
a $275,000 bond referendum that Included 
money for the fire station addition. Since 
then the district had been negotiating for 
the land. In February, an agreement was 
reached with the owners. The district 
paid $33,000 for the 280-squnrc-foot lot 
and house. 


A merchandise mart, similar to the 


world-famous Merchandise Mart in Chi- 
cago, may be built near a multi-million 
dollar convention center planned for the 
Southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
Road and the Tollway. 


Backers of the Chlcago-O'Hare Inter- 


national Trade Center have abandoned 
the idea of building a 20,000-scat indoor 
sports stadium in the convention com- 
plex and arc now studying the possibility 
of a merchandise mart, Douglas Dodds, 
president of the First Arlington National 
Bank, said yesterday. 


Dodds and the bank arc financing the 


$03 million convention complex, the first 
part of which is scheduled to open In Oc- 
tolwr, 1D74. 


"There's a tremendous market for a 


merchandise mart out here and I think it 
would be a natural adjunct to the con- 
vention center," Dodds said In an Inter- 
view yesterday. 


He indicated that so far negotiations 


with major sports teams, including the 
Chicago Cougars hockey team, which 
might occupy the sports stadium, have 
been inconclusive. 


A MERCHANDISE mart, he said, Is 


one possible building that could be sub- 
stituted for the stadium. 


Chicago's Merchandise Mart, which 


has been called the world's largest pri- 
vate office building, houses showrooms 
for furniture, appliance and small ma- 
chinery builders, as well as offices. 


As an example of the potential for a 


merchandise center, Dodds said a manu- 
facturer of small appliances had ap- 


proached him seeking 600,000 square feet 
of exhibit space. 


T h e 
Chicago-O'Hare 
International 


Trade Center will have 220,000 square 
feet of exhibition space. It will also in- 
clude several restaurants, a lounge, 
meeting rooms and offices, and be con- 
nected to a 11,000-room hotel. 


Developers of the complex have said 


tltey will petition the Village of Arlington 
Heights for annexation of the OS-acre site 
which is now unincorporated land be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village. 


A SPOKESMAN for the trade center's 


developers, Dan Frledlander, said yes- 
terday he was unaware of any plans for 
a merchandise mart. 


Dodds said he expected to be able to 


name the operator of the trade center 
hotel soon. 


"We're negotiating directly with the 


president of a major hotel corporation," 
he said.

He predicted the center would have a 


major impact on hotels and motels 
throughout the Northwest area and that 
the demand for rooms would be more 
than twice the number available at the 
convention center site. 


The complex will provide hundreds of 


new jobs and add substantially to the 
area's tax base, both through sales tax 
and real estate taxes, he said.

Place or Chicago hotels, according to 
Dodds, who says present facilities do not 
come anywhere near satisfying the need 
for convention accommodations.

Illinois Supreme Court upholds ordinance 
Control of comptroller office 
by county board approved 


The Illinois Supreme Court yesterday 


upheld the right of the Cook County 
board to remove control of the county 
comptroller's office from 
the county 


clerk and Instead place It with the coun- 
ty board and Its president. 


The decision, upholding an ordinance 


enacted last October by the county 
board, will In effect give Thomas Beck 
the title of acting county comptroller and 
will fire deputy comptroller James Gaug- 
lian. 


The supreme court opinion reversed an 


earlier decision of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. The high court upheld the 
county board's authority under home 
rule provisions of the state constitution to 
"transfer powers, duties and functions 
mong country officers." 


Frank Barth, administrative assistant 


to county board president George Dunne, 
called the decision "a significant event." 
Barth said the president's office was 
waiting for a copy of the opinion and to 
learn whether the state's attorney's of- 
fice would seek a rehearing on the Su- 
preme Court's opinion before Implement- 
ing the ordinance passed last October. 


A SPOKESMAN for State's Atty. Ber- 


nard Carey said yesterday that Carey 
will seek a rehearing of the supreme 
court decision. 


Barth pointed out, however, that the su- 


preme court "generally doesn't rehear 
cases once It has made a decision." 


Barth noted that the decision upheld 


the county's power to change an 1887 
state statute by local ordinance under 
home rule. 


He said the ordinance merely alms at 


putting the county's chief fiscal officer 
under the control of the county's chief 
executive officer and elected board In- 
stead of under the county clerk, another 
elected office. 


Barth said he himself had been sur- 


prised that the state's attorney had ever 
questioned the county board's power to 
reassign the comptroller duties. 


THE COUNTY BOARD action came 


last October following disclosures that C. 
R. Hodgman, the former county comp- 
troller, had been kept on the county pay- 
roll as a $200-a-day consultant after re- 
signing under pressure of a scandal In 
the office. 


The ordinance passed by the county 


board stripped Gaughan of his powers 
and transferred his duties and responsi- 
bilities to a new county comptroller un- 
dcr the control of the county board. The 
board then voted to designate Beck as 
the acting comptroller under the new or- 
dinance. 


Under an Injunction, Gaughan has con- 


tinued to act as deputy comptroller while 
the suit was being tried. 


During the time necessary for the su- 


preme court deliberations, the county 
board also appointed a new county clerk, 
Stanley Kusper, to replace Edward Bar- 
rett who was convicted of bribery, mall 
fraud and tax evasion. The state's attor- 
ney's office originally opted to represent 
Barrett in the case when Edward Hanra- 
han was still state's attorney. 


THE SUPREME COURT opinion, writ- 


ten by Justice Thomas E. Kluczynski, 
said the county board under its home 
rule powers "has the authority to trans- 
fer powers, duties and functions among 
county officers even to the extent that 
such exercise conflicts with state stat- 
utes enacted prior to the adoption of the 
1970 constitution." 


The court said however the county's 


powers could have been limited by legis- 
lation adopted since 1970 or by a possl- 
tivc constitutional restriction. 


The opinion said that in effect the 


county board action didn't actually elimi- 


nate any office, but merely took supple- 
mental functions assigned to the county 
clerk's office and transferred them to an- 
other county department. 


"Moreover, an examination of present 


statutes demonstrates the office of Cook 
county clerk retains substantially the 
same functions of all other county clerks 
in the state," the opinion noted.

This was the Bedford-Stuyvesant of the 


day: 425,000 people, living in nine square 
miles of Brooklyn squalor, the infant 
mortality rate was twice the national av- 
erage, the juvenile delinquency rate was 
twice that of New York City, seven of 10 
students dropped out of high school, 10 
per cent of the adults were out of work, 
one-third of the population survived on 
less than $3,000 n year. It was, as Kcnne- 
dy'> Senatorial colleague Jacob Javlts 
s.ild, "as bad a slum as exists any- 
where." 


SO HAD, actually, even the Intellectual 


activists of the period had all but given 
up hope of solution. When Kennedy an- 
nounced his plan to revitalize Bedford- 
Stuyvesont, "with a marriage of human 
and capital resources," it was greeted 
merely with knowing yawns. The only 
way to sanitize Bed-Sty, the \\isenhei- 
mers Insisted, wns to drop a bomb on 
Fulton Street. 


Nevertheless, Kennedy persevered. Ja- 


vits remembers: "He put the plan to- 
gether personally through dozens of tele- 
phone calls and visits which elicited help 
from most of the distinguished people of 
our city." Beginning with several million 
in Federal funds and the promise of mil- 
lions more In private donations til- 
eluding some cash from his own family), 
Kennedy set the goal: nothing less than 
total rehabilitation of the physical, social 
and economic aspects of one of the 
world's sleaziest communities. 


He did not of course live long enough 


to see the development of this particular 
dream. But In the six years since his 
Bcdford-Stuyvcsant 
restoration 
corpo- 


rations were formed, there has been 
more than $40 million worth (the six-year 
budget) of fruition. Friends say Kenne- 
dy, the way ho was, would have wanted 
$UO million worth of progress by now, but 
as it Is the rcvitalization in this slum has 
been remarkable. 


FIHST THING done was the transfor- 


mation of an old dairy plant in the heart 
of Bed-Sty into a modern community 
center and development headquarters. 


The plant, once the home of wlnos and 
roaches, now is the most modern office 
structure in the community. "It's good 
for people just to see a nice office here," 
says lawyer Joe McMahon, a devel- 
opment executive. "We get tours of kids 
through here who for the first time see 
fresh painted walls, well-lit rooms, clean 
floors. And it doesn't escape them that 
their own black people are in charge." 


THE HEADQUARTERS has hod a ca- 


talytic effect on the surrounding commu- 
nity. The central block is now being re- 
furbished and rows of houses on adjacent 
blocks have been torn down for renewal. 
John Doar, one-time Kennedy associate, 
pal and overseer of the Bed-Sty pro- 
gramming, stands at his window and 
looks out on an area that is jumping: 


"You can see 10-12 construction cranes 


working around here now. There is a 
shopping center going in over there and 
new apartments being built over there. 
This used to be a community that people 
tried to get away from; now it's becom- 
ing the place to be." 


Bedford-Stuyvesant is still no Shangri- 


la, but it is moving. Through December 
of 1972, Kennedy's development corpo- 
rations have (to mention a few things): 
rebuilt one entire block, called a super- 
block, including modern 
apartments, 


playground facilities and streetlights as 
big as air balloons; lent $14.5 million of a 
$65 million mortgage pool for home and

apartment restoration; participated in 
the opening or expansion of 83 local busi- 
ness concerns at a cost of $10 million; 
processed 15,700 unemployed residents 
and located 4,660 jobs; renovated 61 en- 
tire blocks, redeveloped 100 living units, 
purchased and secured for redevelop- 
ment 760 houses — and invested $5.5 mil- 
lion in present or promised children's 
centers. 


THE LIST GOES on. There's no area 


of local life that the Kennedy dream has 
not touched. Crime is down, health care 
is up and for the first time in three dec- 
ades a branch bank has opened. Slum 
conditions continue, to be sure, but there 
is undeniably a beginning of something 
Kennedy once described as the "sweep- 
ing down of the mightiest walls of resis- 
tance." 


For it all, however, the 10-year-old in 


the park still does not recognize Bobby 
Kennedy's picture. And, five years after 
his death, the Senator's name Is seldom 
associated with the anti-poverty program 
of his founding. No statues have been 
erected on Nostrand Avenue. No granite 
walls have been etched 
with 
his 


speeches. He was then, this Is now, that's 
the way it is. Besides, as one resident 
puts it: "Mr. Kennedy saw hope for 
places like Bedford-Stuyvesant. If there's 
hope here now, then, well, ain't that the 
best memorial of all?"

\Vc arc optimistic, as are the of- 


ficials from the high schools and 
Harper, that these problems can be 
worked out. And we also believe 
this effort at cooperation is more 
than commendable — it is an effort 
that should prove to be of benefit to 
all the students and taxpayers in 
the area. 


Vocational 
programs like auto 


mechanics arc expensive. Without 
cooperation it is possible that the 
schools would have to go ahead

Don't use bricks 


An expert who has. till, looked 


deeply into the situation has some 
sobering news for those thousands 
— perhaps millions? — of people 
whh are keeping bricks in their 
bathrooms in the mistaken notion 
that they are helping the cause of 
conservation. 


Placing a brick into a toilet tank 


to save water is not only "ridicu- 
lous" but "is a pure case of envi- 
ronmental 
emotionalism." states 


Fred 10. Schmuck, chairman of the 
hoard of the Association of In- 
dustry Manufacturers I Plumbing- 
Cooling-lleating-Piping). He is also 
president of l-'luidmaster, Inc., a 
company that makes some of the 
mechanism that shares the space 
with the bricks. 


Sclunuck's blast is inspired by 


the news that the City Council of 
Concord, Calif., is considering pur- 
chasing and 
distributing 50,000 


bricks. Last December, Cherry 
Hill, N.I)., actually did purchase 
;;-1.000 hrlcks in tin- lioix1 of saving 
34 million gallons of water annual- 
ly. 


Theoretically, n brick should 


save a volume of water equal to its 
displacement. But in the actual op- 


o r a t i o n of a 
tank, 
explains 


Schmuck, the stopper results and 
stops the flushing action with two 
to three inches of water remain- 
ing. 


This water will keep a horizontal- 


ly placed brick continuously sub- 
merged and will cover over 30 per 
cent of a vertically placed brick. In 
order to displace water which ac- 
tually flushes, any object placed in 
the tank must be over the min- 
imum drainage level. 


Thus n horizontal brick docs no 


good at all and the savings from a 
vertical brick are very minimal. 


Much better than a brick, says 


Schmuck, is a tall, weighted plastic 
bottle standing in the tank. Better 
still is lowering the upper water 
level an inch or two by bending the 
float ball downward 
or by in- 


stalling an adjustable ballcock. 


Lowering the water level by two 


inches, which does not adversely 
affect flushing, results in over five 
times the water savings than from 
a standing brick — over 20 gallons 
a day for an average family. 


This, notes Schmuck, will just 


about counter the water wasted by 
a leaky faucet or by running the 
dishwasher with only half a load.

This is just a short reply to Mr. Dowd's 


letter of May 22 regarding us "Dooms- 
day people" and Mr. Dowd's apparent 
conclusion that there is no population 
problem; our environment Is not suffer- 
ing from the strains of our trying to sup- 
port too many people nt too high n stan- 
dard of living (in the U.S.) and, finally, 
his apparent decision thnt we arc not 
running through our resources too fast 
witli the people we now have. 


I do not know who the Dr. Sassone (of 


whom Mr. Dowd speaks) Is nor do I 
know what his special field of study is 
from reading the article. If, however, Dr. 
Sassone Is offering n $1,000 reward to 
"any person or organizations for proving 
the validity of any reason why population 
growth must be limited within the next 
century," I'm sure he has no intention of 
paying off. 


I say this because all the latest sur- 


veys report that only about 20-25 per cent 
of the population of the United States 
feels that overpopulation is not a prob- 
lem. Anyone who is In that 20-25 per cent 
(which apparently Includes Robert L. 
Sassone) is, in my opinion, cither stupid 
or else they arc living in an hermetically 
scaled jar. 


I could offer n similar $1,000 reward to 


anyone who could convince me that over- 
population Is not now a problem. How- 
ever, my offer would be just as pointless 
;is Sassonc's; because the final decision 
on whether or not I am persuaded still 
rests with me. 


Mr. Dowd's article stales that Dr. Sas- 


sone outlines "the status of our world re- 
sources and relates our world population 
to available land area." If Dr. Sassone Is 
attempting to add up all the people In the 
world and all the land, then equally di- 
vide it up so everyone has so mucli land 
(as has been done before), I suggest he 
look a little deeper into the reasons why, 
in n country like Egypt, 91! per cent of 
the people live on 2 per cent of thn land. 


Look at the population density map of a 
country like Egypt and you see that al- 
most all the people live along the Nile 
River, its tributaries and the Nile delta. 
The reasons are obvious. The rest of the 
land cannot support people. 


I have not read Dr. Sassone's book, but 


I shall get a copy, as It will probably 
become a collector's item in the future. 
This is the first book I have heard of 
being published in the last few years 
which contends that overpopulation Is not 
a problem. 


In case Mr. Dowd is Interested, I shall 


list a few of the books which explain the 
population problem and its implications:

liceman," Droulllnrd said. "For, sad to 
relate, I have nearly always found dis- 
honesty is rife In a business with ab- 
sentee owners unless someone knowl- 
edgeable Is keeping close watch all the 
time." 


nitOUII.I.AHD SAID the sums dishon- 


est managers and workers siphon out of 
.such firms arc amazing and once the dis- 
honesty is halted it often Is possible to 
turn such a company around In a few 
months. 


Droulllard says he can do his best job 


for firms with sales of $300,000 a year to 
perhaps $2 million. 


Firms with sales of under $100,000 a 


year usually can't afford such a service. 


"I don't manage these businesses day 


to day." he explained. "I put in a good 
professional manager and oversee him. 
My compensation from the owner varies 
according to how much time I have to 
put Into the supervision." 


Drouillnrd said there is room for more 


management firms like his in Florida, 
considering how many absentee-owned 
businesses there aro in the state, "but I 
warn anybody who tries it that it can bo 
n sticky business. There's a lot that can 
be learned in It only by experience."

Western Electric: A big 
customer to area businesses 


Everything not made or stocked by 


Western Electric, manufacturing and 
supply unit of the Bell System, must be 
purchased from outside suppliers. And 
for suppliers hi the Northwest suburbs, 
that meant $22,808,208 In sales for 1972. 


Overall, Western Electric went to 188 


Northwest suburban businesses. Major 
purchases were made in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg, 
Mount Prospect. (Other communities in- 
cluded in buying totals were Palatine, 
Harrington, Hoffman Estates, Arlington 
Heights and Wheeling.) 


Although nationally Western Electric's 


payments Increased from $2.05 billion in 
1971 to $2.75 billion in 1972, the company 
paid less to Illinois suppliers hi 1972. Ap- 
proximately $255 million was expended 
in 1972, compared to $264 million in 1971. 
During 1972, the number of minority 
owned companies supplying Western 
Electric nationwide grew fiom 291 to •J&6. 
In Illinois this meant sales of more than 
$1.1 million for minority owned co,m- 
pnnies. 


In addition, the state had the most 


Western Electric employes and the high- 
est gross payroll hi the nation. Last year, 
employes at Western Electric locations 
throughout Illinois, received a gross pay- 


roll of approximately $295 million. The 
next highest state was New Jersey with 
an estimated payroll of $255 million. 


The state with the highest amount ex- 


pended to suppliers last year was New 
York with more than $307 million in pay- 
ments. 


The company's central region head- 


quarters purchasing department, located 
in Rolling Meadows, makes purchases at 
local levels, except when centralized 
buying offers a distinct advantage. 


At headquarters, more than 9,000 or- 


ders were placed per month in 1972, with 
the Illinois businesses such as the 188 
Northwest suburban businesses. (This in- 
cluded orders for the Illinois Service 
Center, West Chicago.) Western Electric 
regional headquarters 
employs more 


than 2,000 people, nearly half working In 
the central telephone office equipment 
and installation engineering for the four- 
state area of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan 
and Wisconsin.

These output levels have been achieved 


by increasing employment about 8 per 
cent from last year, By heavy overtime, 
and by substantial increases In output 
per man-hour. Idle plants have been re- 
activated, and expansion and modern- 
ization programs have been accelerated.

Dear Dr. Lamb — One year ago on 


Nov. 
30, my husband underwent open 


heart surgery. Ho had two veins re- 
moved from hi* leg to replace the had 
arteries. A friend of ours had the some 
operation the day after my husband's. 
They arc both 30 years old. Recently our 
friend had an artery collapse. 


Naturally this has upset us ns my hus- 


band Ls now wondering If this Is going to 
happen to him. Could you toll mo what 
causes this to happen? Also, If you pass 
a certain length of time after an artery 
operation, docs this mean your chances 
arc bettor that they won't collapse. We 
would like all tho Information you can 


give us about these operations. My hus- 
band is on a low cholesterol diet. 


The doctors told us his count was so 


high that is why he had two heart at- 
tacks In 1971. My husband used to smoke 
but I think ho has quit, although I think 
ho sneaks one onco in awhile. Please tell 
me how bad smoking is after an oper- 
ation like his. He still has occasional 
chest pains and has his nltroglycerln 
with him at all times.

Dispatch system paying off 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A new electronic 


nmbulnnco dispatching complex Is pay- 
Ing off In saving lives and money for 
New York Clly. 


Formerly, any call for a New York 


City ambulance had to go through tho 
police department, which was respon- 
sible for dispatching tho emergency ve- 
hicle. Because of jammed switchboards, 
duplicate work by dispatchers and long 
periods of waiting timo to get calls 
tlkrmtgh, valuable minutes were lost be- 
fore an ambulance could bo sent. 


With Iho now electronic console setup, 


designed especially for tho New York 
City Department of Health and Hospitals 
by Designs Controls Inc., of Hcmpstcad, 
N. Y., it now takes less than n minute 
from the time a call Is received until an 
ambulance Is sent. 


When n call for an ambulance In any of 


tho city's five boroughs is placed, It auto- 
matically Is channeled to the Depart- 
ment of Health and Hospitals central 
headquarters in Manhattan. 


There, it is automatically channeled to 


one of five electronic consoles — one for 
each borough. Through an Illuminated 
color light assembly, the console's dis- 
patcher has a visual record of the area, 
where city ambulances are available for 
calls. 


He sends the nearest available ambu- 


lance to tho scone via radio, and at tho 
same timo inserts an IBM type punch 
card Into tho console, showing that that 
particular ambulance is on a call and 
currently not available. The system not 
only Indicates which ambulances ore 
available but If there are any ambu- 
lances out of service because of repairs 
or accidents. 


ment of It and sew it as a detour around 
a localized block In the coronary artery 
of the heart This means, of course, that 
the fatty blockage In the artery has to be 
localized to a short segment. If the entire 
length of the artery is diseased, there is 
nothing to detour to. Because the detour 
"bypasses" the localized block, the oper- 
ation is called a coronary bypass. The 
underlying disease that caused the fatty 
blockage of the artery originally is unal- 
tered by the operation. The new vein that 
is used for a detour may develop the 
same fatty deposits and become blocked. 
A clot may form or other difficulties 
may occur. 


Fortunately, the heart has three major 


arteries, the right coronary and two 
branches of the left coronary artery. Be- 
cause tiny arteries connect between the 
small branches of these arteries nature 
has already provided a detour to provide 
some blood to the heart muscle If one of 
these becomes blocked. 


There are arguments for and against 


this procedure. It is indicated In some 


cases and in others it is not. The bypass 
graft may be blocked with fatty deposits 
in a short or longer period of time, or not 
at all. 


Since the underlying disease, athe- 


rosclerosis, Is not corrected by surgery, 
the same measures used to prevent this 
process in the first place are just as Im- 
portant after surgery as before. This 
means no smoking and following the diet 
recommendations of the Inter-Society 
Commission on Heart Disease. 


I've discussed diet before but the most 


important element Is the .elimination of 
any obesity whatever (being absolutely 
lean) and following a moderately fat re- 
stricted diet. A proper diet, elimination 
of smoking, and attention to overall habit 
patterns are exceptionally important af- 
ter surgery in people who have disease 
of sufficient severity to warrant the sur- 
gery In the first place.

Change stirs Asia in strange ways

HONG KONG - The world Is so small 


now. Television and "travel made easy" 
have given us all a chance to peek in on 
each other and get, at the very least, a 
capsule view of life In a culture other 
than ours. It's human to want the best of 
all possible worlds. And so emulating 
anyone who has the "good" things Is be- 
coming a universal preoccupation. 


Fashion, for Instance, once so different 


in all parts of the world, Is now much the 
same In Europe, many parts of Asia and 
in the United States. Each has been in- 
fluenced by what the others do best. 


And now even women's liberation is 


stirring strong feelings in Such unlikely 
spots as China, Thailand and Hong Kong. 
It rears Its head in both expected and 
unexpected ways. 


A wire report from Thailand states 


that President Nixon's decision, with the 
support of the Thai government, to retain 
U. S. Forces in Thailand after the Viet- 
nam war has given bar girls there a rise 
in status. 


SEVERAL HUNDREDS of the girls 


hove become hired "wives" of service- 
men at the huge B-52 bomber base of 
Utapoa, according to this report. The 
servicemen, all volunteers, have taken 
the girls out of the bars and set them up 
as their temporary housekeepers. 


They no longer work. They keep house 


for the' comfort of one man until he 
leaves Thailand. Chief health officer of 
Rayong Province, Dr. Thongyoi Sawat- 
dichai says the girls save from their 
housekeeping money and send savings 
home to their parents, build homes for

China, under feudal rule for 
2,000 years, has a lot to learn before 
mom can walk alongside pop rather than 
10 paces behind. Still there's progress. 


"Men and women," the Peking daily 


said, "must receive equal pay for equal 
work." And it advocated late marriage, 
planned parenthood and the sharing of 
household chores by men. 


In the British Crown Colony of Hong 


Kong one might expect a more western 
approach towards women's rights. But 
it's important to remember that this 
colony Is almost 90 per cent Chinese. 
However, because of diplomatic appoint- 
ments, thriving business opportunities 
and government jobs held by the British 
the people who live in Hong Kong are 
also from Australia, England, the United 
States, Finland, Sweden and many other 
lands. So it is a heterogeneous group.

Dutch countryside. 


The sun was high in the sky and I 


could almost Imagine ghostly whispers in 
the breezes wafting through the beautiful 
wooded grounds of Huls Doom, the mag- 
nificent castle where Wilhelm II, last 
emperor of Germany, lived in luxurious 
exile for 20 years — and where he is 
buried. 


The works of art and lavish silver heir- 


looms displayed in Huls Doorne left us 
breathless. 


And, even though we couldn't under- 


stand what they were saying, it was ob- 
vious the clusters of German folk we saw 
throughout the mansion were affected 
the same way. Probably more so. 


About 75 miles northeast of Amster- 


dam we found a place called Flevohof — 
where the Dutch go for "a day in the 
country." 


A DUTCH friend of ours calls it a 


"Dutch Disneyland," but he's admitted 
he's never seen the original. And Fievo- 
hof — Interesting as it may be — is a far 
cry from Disney. 


Spread over 330 acres on land recl- 


aimed from the sea, it contains two su- 
per-modern farms on 250 of the acres.

U.S. regulations on vaccines eased

NEW YOKK (Uf'I) - The United 


Mliito^ has relaxed it* requirements, but 
Americans mny still need vaccination 
•UMlnst smallpox during their travels 
abroad. 


Ami, drpcndlnft on the Itinerary, It also 


mny Ix; neccssnry to have additional In- 
nculnlinn.t nitninst other qunranllnnblc 
(Ihe.-Lsci, such ns diclern and yellow fe- 
ver. 


The U.S. Public Health Service no 


loiifU'r requires smallpox vaccinations 
from Americans for reentry except if re- 
lurninK from nn Infected nren within 14 
day* of arrlvnl. 


And they generally arc nut needed for 


admission to most European countries If 
arriving directly from the United States 
or other itmnllpox-frec areas. 


However, conditions cnuld change If an 


outbreak iloc.t occur. For example, the 
World Health Organization (WHO) desig- 
nated England as tin infected area after 
three ciise.s — one fatal — of smallpox 
resulted from nn accident in n laboratory 
In April. Travelers proceeding to other 
countries from London were advised to 
have n valid International Certificate of 
Vaccination to facilitate entry. As n re- 
sult, hundreds of Americans had to line 
up for emergency vaccinations nt air- 
ports before continuing their trips. 


AS OK KAHI.Y May, WHO reported 


oilier smallpox-infected areas Included 
nnni;lndc.<<li. Botswana. Ethiopia, India, 
Nepal, Pakistan and Uganda. In addi- 
tion. WHO listed 17 countries as cholera- 
Infected and II ns yellow fever-Infected. 


The traveler can check on current con- 


ditions — and required or recommended 
innoculiitiniu — at U.S. ami other public 
health offices, airlines, steamship com- 
panies ami government tourist and pro- 
motion IxianLi Iwfnrc departure. 


And don't wait until the last moment. 


Some shots are not effective until a cer- 
tain number of days have passed — not 
less than If) days for yellow fever, eight 
days for smallpox and .six days for cho- 
lera, for instance. Others might require n 
series of Innoculatlons spaced over sev- 
eral weeks. 


All required and recommended in- 


noculntloiu should be recorded In the of- 
ficial International Certificates of Vacci- 


nation. The required shots for smallpox, 
cholera and yellow fever must be vali- 
dated by the official stamp of local pub- 
lic health services or other authorized 
agencies. 


The IG-pngc yellow booklet, authorized 


by WHO, can IMS obtained free of charge 
from U.S. Passport agencies, public 
health offices, 
airlines and shipping 


lines. It should be clipped or stapled to 
the passport as a precaution against loss 
and to help speed clearance through 
health control points. 


SMALLPOX, cholera and oilier In- 


noculntions — with the exception of yel- 
low fever — can be administered by the 
family doctor or local medical centers. 


The yellow fever serum is available 


only nt U.S. Public Health Service Clin- 


ics. If your home town doesn't have one, 
check with your doctor or local public 
health authorities for the nearest source. 


Cholera innoculations are valid for six 


months, smallpox for three years and 
yellow fever for 10 years. . 


Incidentally, Americans returning from 


officially-designated infected areas who 
do not possess valid certificates of vacci- 
nation arc liable to innoculation, medical 
surveillance and, In some cases, quaran- 
tine. 


Almost every Asian country requires 


smallpox vaccinations and many also de- 
mand 
innoculations 
against 
cholera. 


Some require yellow fever shots of trav- 
elers coming from infected areas.

Know some 'hoomalimalf 
when visiting in Hawaii 


HONOLULU, Hawaii - You, too, can 


learn to speak Hawaiian, described by 
linguists as one of the most fluid and me- 
lodious languages of the world. Visitors 
always feel more at home if they recog- 
nize local words and phrases and their 
meanings. 


The universal word for greeting, of 


course, is "aloha." And anyone who has 
ever worked a crossword puzzle knows 
that "Aa" means "rocky lava." But do 
you know that "pau" means "finished, or 
ended,"; "kane" in "man"; "wahine" is 
" w o m a n " ; "holoju" is "Hawaiian 
dress"; "kamaaina" means "oldtimer"; 
and "malihini" is "newcomer." 


The Hawaiian language is actually 


very simple. There are only-12 letters in 
the Hawaiian alphabet — the five vowels, 
'a, c, i, o and u'; and seven consonants, 
'h, k, 1, m, n, p, w.' Each letter in a 
Hawaiian word Is sounded. The vowels 
have the same sound as Latin. Pro- 
nounce 'a' as in among; 'e' as in they; 'i' 
as in machine; 'o' as in no and 'u' as in 
too. Consonants have the same sound as 
in English with one exception — when 
the 'w' is next to the final letter in a 


word it is pronounced as a 'v.' The word 
'Hawi,' for instance, Is pronounced 'Ha-

kee.' 


The word "hoomalimali" in Hawaiian, 


for example is the equivalent of "blar- 
ney," in English. If someone says, "ma- 
halo" for someone's "kokua," it just 
means that everybody's happy and say- 
Ing "thanks" for the "help." And there's 
always the chance that you want to use; 
the expression "Aloha au ia oe", which; 
means "I love you." More likely, you- 
have use of "Okolemaluna," which is" 
"Bottoms up!" The word "humuhumunu-! 
kunukuapuaa" isn't so common, but it's; 
helpful to know it's the name of one of 
the smallest fish in Hawaiian waters. 


It's also fun, says Continental's travel' 


experts, to find out what your own first 
name is in Hawaiian. If its "Fred" for 
instance, it is "Peleke" in the islands. 
For "Judith" it's "Lukiki." 


You can pick up a Hawaiian phrase 


book if you like. But it's not really neces- 
sary.

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Wally Grace talks at two spring banquets 
Friend of area sports stops to say hello

Just n friend In these parts and has been 
for many, many years. Ho was a giant In 
his accomplishments, first as a fine hu- 
man being — as a coach and athletic 
director. He's still a giant In the hearts 
of many. 


He was and Is known to different 


people as Wally, "Pappy," or Mr. Grace. 
It depends on whether you were a col- 
league — conch or athletic director — or 
n subordinate — athlete or student. But 
In nny case, you were his friend and ho 
was yours.

It wan nnnicd after him In 
a fltllnj: tribute In IDCT. 


The school wanted to do that In 1962, 


the year he retired, ns chants of "Make 
Pappy Happy!" echoed through the gym 
during Arlington's final basketball game 
that year. Hut Grace Is a modest fellow, 
nnd ho wouldn't let them name the gym 
for him until some people Insisted five 
years Inter. 


Wnlly "Poppy" Grace, now B7, helped 


countless people, mostly young athletes 
nnd coaches, In his .in years of service 
prior to his semi-retirement to St. Pe- 
tersburg, Fin., In 19G2. Seventeen of 
those years were spent as athletic direc- 
tor at Arlington High School. 


He achieved a great number of com- 


mcndnblc feats In terms of wins and 
championships and coached a great 
many outstanding Individual athletes ("I 
could go on nnd on forever talking about 


them," he says). Too, his top teams and 
memorable wins could fill a book. 


But more than thai, he Initiated valu- 


able athletic programs and taught many 
ymmj; men valuable Intangible lessons 
which would he an Important part of 
their success the rest of their lives. 


Last week Wally didn't only revisit all 


his old acquaintances. Many of today's 
high schoolers, plus coaches who have 
come to the area in the last decade and 
never knew him before, met "Pappy" 
for the first time when he was g'icst 
speaker at two different spring sports 
banquets — at Forest View and Wheeling 
high schools. 


It quickly became evident that he is an 


accomplished speaker who has a knack 
for getting across astute lessons. And It 
became obvious to strangers to Wally 
what kind of man ho Is and why he was 
so successful here for so long. 


Grace's speeches at both schools re- 


volved around four questions which ho 
heard in n speech originally not intended 
for athletic Interests, but which he skill- 
fully applied to performers and coaches. 


The four questions he posed and their 


underlying meanings were: 


1. Can you lift 1000 pounds? (The an- 


swer, of course, is "no" alone, but "yes" 
if done together, with teamwork). 


2. Can you use both ends of a pencil? 


(Meaning the eraser, too ... can you ad- 
mit mistakes and work to correct 
them?). 


3. Can you paint a rainbow? (In other 


words, one must be able to find good In 
defeat and not become too discouraged to 
bounce back when the going gets tough). 


4. Can you digest green apples? (Can 


you learn, as you must, to cope with crit- 
icism from your coaches and fans and 
not let It hinder you?) 


"I have stories to illustrate each of 


these points which I think kids enjoy 
hearing," said Grace. "I just try to pre- 
sent It all In n way that will interest 
them." That he certainly docs with his 
years of broad experience from which to 
draw. 


As coach and athletic director, he 


worked with some great prep athletes — 
names like Al Strokcr, Bill Robinson, 
Wally Bcckman, John Shanlcy, Mnrv 
Bcrschct, Gordon Bussc, Jim Stavros, 
Lloyd Meyer, Dick Wlntcrbauer, Bob 
Mors, Mike Dundy, George Bork, Fred 
Lussow and many others. (Apologies to 


any who were left out). Many of these 
arc still in the area, some as coaches 
still 
applying what "Pappy" taught 


them. 


More specifically, just one of Wally's 


notable achievements was running up a 
314-96 career record as varsity baseball 
coach. That's a fantastic winning per- 
centage of nearly .800 and added up to 
several championships. He's also par- 
ticularly proud of Arlington's first state 
championships In gymnastics and golf, 
two of many sports programs he helped 
get rolling not only for Arlington but the 
whole area. 


But, again, there simply is not enough 


space in one newspaper article to list all 
the feats of which Grace deserves to be 
proud — at least on the playing field. 


Perhaps mare meaningful are his 


greatest satisfactions In a broader sense, 
and these he discussed In his character- 
istic engaging manner. 


Ono of them, he said, is the number of 


conches ho brought Into Dlst. 214 origi- 
nally who have risen into adminis- 
trative positions — or athletes who have 
become coaches. There is quite a list of 
these. "There are perhaps two dozen and 
I don't want to name any because I'd 
leave some out," said Grace. 


"But four of 'my1 boys — excuse the 


use of the possessive term — are now 
athletic directors in the district. They 
are Russ Attls (Arlington), Bill Beckman 
(Forest View), Bus Ormsbeo (Wheeling) 
anl Dick Kinneman (Hersey)." 


Another accomplishment of which he Is 


quite proud is his pioneering of several 
sports which now are standard. "In my 
early years at Arlington we increased 
the program from four to 11 sports," he 
points out.

Kuhn. tlio Iwspcctaclcd, con- 
servative commissioner of all 
hnrdhnll, is bullish on the Ameri- 
can Lcngtic designated hitter 
with n few minor dovish reserva- 
tions.

the junior circuit designated hit- 
lers have their ultimate day In 
court nflcr the 1075 season. 


Kulin's seven-year term ex- 


tends through Aug. 13, 197G, 
which means he'll be at the gavel 
when designated hitters have 
Ihclr successes — or failures — 
judged. 


And at 
Hint llnir. perhaps 


Kuhn will nlniir for what many 
faiii cnnihlcr lilt greatest xln — 
allowing me nf dmlgnntcd hitlers 
In juit the American Lrngue 


But perhaps worse yet for AL 


club*, there will IK? no designated 
hitler In the World Scries. And 
that could prove quite crippling. 


Yet, Kulin likes what he's seen 


so far. "Whnt was anticipated 
hn.i already happened," ho said 
hero during n stopover In the 
cheese stntc to wntch the Bre- 
wers nnd White Sox. 


"The lengtic batting average Is 


higher nnd the designated hitters 
Imvo already lilt more homcruns 
Ihnn the pitchers and pinch-hit- 
lers hit Inst year. So the signs 
are encouraging." 


Now for Kuhn's minor reserva- 


tion. "We've got lo get Into the 


'.' 
warmer months where some- 
times the hitting patterns arc dif- 
ferent More wo can make a rea- 
listic judgment. 


"That," said Kuhn, "Is fan nnd 


commissioner speaking now." 


Arguments against designated 


hitlers have primarily centered 


> ' 
around: 
(A) Takes strategy 


nwny from the gnmc; and (B) 
Will eventually result In smnllcr 
major league rosters of 22 or 23 
men rnther than the current 25. 


In both Instances pitchers are 


Ilkrly In be affected. A big plus 
ndvanrrd for Matting pitchers 
win they'd be afforded longer 
mints with the "Desk" hitting. 
Thai, nf course. Is bad news for 
reliefer*. 


And to that point, Oakland Ath- 


letlcV manager Dick Williams 
has said the biggest difference 


between this and last year Is ho 
hasn't gone to the bullpen as of- 
ten. 


Nowhere In the "Desl" Inter- 


pretations docs it say starters 
must work longer stints. So any 
manager not using his bullpen to 
Its potential can really only take 
himself lo task. 


So this situation may readily 


smooth lltsclf out as managers 
throughout the Junior circuit be- 
come more adept at "Desl-ball." 


Tnny Kuhek. formerly of the 


Yankees and now NBC network 
sports, lias argued (off the tube) 
that "Dcsls" remove all that 
hunt-nnd-movc-llic-runncr-along 
strategy that still prevails In the 
National League. 


And regarding Increased of- 


fense pumping up AL gates, Ku- 
bck said this when he was In Chi- 
cago recently: 


"Take Kansas City, for ex- 


ample. Are they scoring more 
runs because of the designated 
hitter? Is that the reason their 
attendance has risen? 


"Or, Instead, arc they scoring 


more just because they have 
good hitters playing on artificial 
turf where the ball moves faster? 
And 
certainly just the fact 


they're In a new stadium must 
have helped their gate. It always 
does." 


Nevertheless, It Is fact that the 


American has outscored the Na- 
tional by about one run per game 
this season, reversing the two 
leagues In baseball's scoring der- 
by. 


If nothing else, "Dcsls" have 


Instilled great discussion into a 
game that, some Insist, has been 
limping n bit lately. 


And a good bit of that verbal 


exercise has been criticism of 
Kuhn who did not Insist but only 
requested National League clubs 
also adopt the DH. 


"I urged both leagues to use 


it," Kuhn said in his defense. 
"But the National League just felt 
if it was going to be used, it 
should go in only one league 
which is complementary with our 
playing rules." 


Kuhn pretty much splits his 


time 50-50 between American and 
National parks. And while he 
says there's been "a lot of de- 
bate" among NL fans, it's In 
American League parks that he's 
encountered most favorable re- 
sponses. 


Baseball has been anything but 


dormant since Kuhn became 
commissioner on Feb. 4, 1969, 
with n temporary appointment. 
New stadiums, all sporting fake 
grass, have been built in Kansas 
City, Cincinnati and Pittsburgh. 


The designated hitter, for all 


his Inequities or plus factors 
(pick one), has thrown conversa- 
tion into the game. And now, 
Kuhn says, 
Inter-league play 


might be only two or three sea- 
sons away. 


A 'ilack and blue mark on all 


this is the failure of San Diego's 
Padres to make a successful run 
at the California entertainment 
dollar. 


"I had high hopes for San 


Diego," the commissioner said. 
"But I've had high hopes for 
Washington, too. That's pretty 
well known. Perhaps California 
just can't support five major 
league teams." 


With approximately half his 


term completed, Kuhn insists: 
"I'm very bullish on baseball. I'm 
very bullish on things that are 
happening to the game. 


"Just the closeness of the 


races has been brought about by 
the improvement of all teams. 
That is most important. I pre- 
dicted this spring, and I think 
correctly, that we'll set an all- 
t i m e attendance 
mark this 


year." 


And, 
he could also correctly 


predict that American League 
"Dcsls" will make the National 
League pitchers look rather sad 
in a batting comparison. Prog- 
ress or not? 


"When I first came the only sports 


were football, basketball, track and base- 
ball. Then the so-called 'minor' sports (a 
term Wally never liked) — cross coun- 
try, indoor track, gymnastics, wrestling, 
swimming, tennis and golf — were 
added. I think they can be traced back to 
when I pushed to start them and of 
course they're everywhere now. 


"I always had opposition (in starting 


new sports programs). Someone would 
always be saying that the new equipment 
would cost too much money — big mats 


for wrestling, gymnastics apparatus, etc. 
But then our coaches started producing 
in those sports" (notably Gay Hughes, 
the "Father of Gymnastics" for the area 
who is now at Forest View and guided 
Arlington to its first state title). 


Going on about his greatest satisfac- 


tions, Wally says, "I return to Arlington 
once in a while and gaze upon all the 
trophies in the foyer that we won while I 
was here. But they're really no more 
than hardware now. My real trophies are 
the many Christmas cards I get every 
year from my former athletes and 
coaches from all over the nation and 
phone colls we get from these people 
when they're in Florida." 


He knows they haven't forgotten him 


and never will, and this means far more 
than any championship or trophy. 


Finally, "Pappy" recently received an- 


other honor he prizes — lifetime passes 
to any St. Louis Cardinals or New York 
Mcts baseball games. These mean a lot 
for far more reason than just the money 
saved getting in free. They are thank- 
yous from the Cards and Mets orgnniza- 
tions for the 11 years of service he has 
given with their spring training oper- 
ations in Florida. 


That's why Grace has been only semi- 


retired all this time. He still has six- 
month contracts with the Cards and Mets 
each year. But this year he completely 
retired. 


"I think I've finally had It," he 


chuckles. "I'll be 68 in July. My wife Iris 
and I plan to do some traveling — we're 
going to take a Caribbean cruise. I lost 
my first wife (a charming lady named 
Lena after a long, wonderful marriage) 
in 1970, but Iris Is my late-life joy." 


His work with the St. Louis and New 


York baseball organizations has been re- 
warding just as was his earlier work at 
the high school level. He was in charge 
of working out endless details of spring 
training, Including ticket sales, scouting 
assignments, and many other business 
arrangements. "I still had an appetite 
for sports and that kept me In it," he 
said. 


Forest View and Wheeling made a 


very wise choice for a guest speaker at 
their banquets last week. 


H. W. Grace has helped countless 


people during his career. He's still doing 
that. His positive influence is still strong- 
ly felt in the area, and will be for a long 
time to come.

business manager or agent, the player 
can then come to the clearing house to 
find out what the man's experience in 
the field is. We do not, however, want to 
be in a position to recommend agents." 


The problem of agents has been grow- 


ing since 1970. Before that players main- 
ly used lawyers to advise them. 


Many players, though, did not need 


much fiscal help because the salaries 
and bonuses and endorsement fees were 
not as wildly munificent as they are to- 
day. 


The proliferation of sports agents can 


be traced to the beginning of the com- 
peting basketball leagues. According to 
Fleisher, the field of agents has in- 
creased from about 10 before 1970 to a 
point where "there are hundreds of them 
out there now."

American Ernie DiGregorio, for ex- 
ample, had been so hounded by agents 


desiring to represent him that he had to 
be put in hiding at the NCAA basketball 
championships. 


The case of Monte Johnson shows how 


quickly some business managers leap. 
Johnson had never started a game for 
the Nebraska football team, yet ye was a 
surprise second-round draft pick by the 
Oakland Raiders In February. Within an 
hour of the announcement Johnson re- 
ceived calls from three agents. 


It happened that the three callers were 


also lawyers. Such solicitation is deemed 
unethical. Ethics, however, rarely stave 
off "the quick-buck artists," as they 
have come to be known, whether lawyers 
or simply businessmen or opportunists or 
hustlers with criminal records. 


One of the first of the "agents" was a 


New York City man who ran a dry-clean- 
ing store but got in on the ground floor of 
the big bonuses. He was the first of, now, 
many men who travel the college circuit 
trying to sign up prospective pro players. 


These players are often young and in- 


experienced in worldly matters. Often 
they have been coddled and protected by 
coaches because of their superior athlct-

ic skills and so they fall easy prey to a 
sweet-talker. 


"Some college seniors I know," said 


Ed Garvey, NFL Players' Association 
head, "signed with one guy to get the 
rest of them off his back. The boys just 
wanted to get some time to study." 


Even some established athletes are 


easy marks. Some athletes need help 
with managing their money and affairs 
but have simply not run into a good rep- 
resentative. And they don't trust the club 
to give them advice. 


The players' associations have been 


recommending that athletes not pay rep- 
resentatives, percentages of incomes but 
make payments based on hourly fees, the 
way reputable lawyers work. 


"Exclusive" arrangements should not 


be made. 


Players also should pay only for ser- 


vices rendered, and not, as some »on- 
tracts read, for services to be rendered. 


The need for good athletes' representa- 


tives is great. But some good men, as In 
Gersham's Law, have been driven out by 
the practices of some unsavory charac- 
ters. Larry Fleisher has a lawyer friend 
who quit being an agent because, he 
said, "it's a whore's job." 


"I told him it didn't have to be," said 


Fleisher. "I convinced him to try again. 
He did. A college coach he knew called 
him about handling one of the team's top 
players. The coach said that he'd help 
sign up the player — but only if the law- 
yer did him a favor. 


"'What was that?,' he asked. The 


coach said, 'Get me a good center, either 
from a junior college or a high school.* 
My friend said, "High school! It goes 
dawn that far now?' " 


Fleisher's frierxl gave up trying to be a 


business manager again, this time for 
good. "It's still a whore's job," he said.

It today actually ntnrted in, 1953 when 
Kurt Zlebart, a Gorman immigrant, 
came to Detroit to work in an automo- 
tive body flhop. Ho wns shocked at tho 
speed with which can deteriorated duo 
to rust, and set about developing tho 
rustproofing process that carries his 
name. 


It wan obvious to Kurt ox nn automo- 


tive body expert, thnt by far tho most 
Mrioua rusting in a car occurred from 
the inxido. He found that rust seldom 
got much of n toehold from minor nicks 
and scratches on tho outside of the ve- 
hicle. Rather, cars rusted through from • 
•boxcd-ln areas much as rocker panels 
and door assemblies. 


Tho more ho thought about this, tho 


more it mode sense: After all, these 
areas trapped and held moisture, and 
seldom had a chanco to completely dry 
out. 


Now tho problem became more clear. 


Ho had to cloviw a way to reach and 
protect tho inside of tho body. To do 
this, ho developed n scries of specially 
designed spray tools. 


By drilling inconspicuous holes in 


strategic locations throughout tho ve- 
hicle and then inserting his 
high-pressure, airless spray tools, ho 
could reach and coat nil interior, 
rust-prone surfaces with protective sea- 
lant. 


Tho sealant itself was a major prob- 


lem facing Hiebnrt. The more he studied 
his problem, tho more demanding ho 
became in his Malant rquiremcnts. 
First, tho sealant had to remain flexible 
when dry to allow for movement of tho 
body as the car was driven. Further- 
more, it had to remain flexible and 
strong over a wide range of tempera- 
tures to allow for driving conditions 
from Alaska to the desert. 


Next, tho sealnnt hnd to adhere 


strongly to metal and, in fact, creep by' 
capillary action whilo still wet into all 
scams and crevices to assure complete 
coverage. 


Tho sealant also had to bo' 


self-healing so that it would flow hnck- 
jnvcr minor nicks made by flving_stoncs. 


In I960, seven years after he first 


began his work, Zlcbart opened his first 
rustproofing shop in the Detroit area, 
and it met with immediate success and 
acceptance by the motoring public.

Glaucoma tests 
given statewide 


The 150,000th test for glaucoma in 


the Illinois Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness mobile screening unit was 
recently administered at a site near the 
O'Hare Inn to Lee Ehrhardt of the ho- 
tel staff. The attending physician was 
Dr. John P. Broderson, senior resident 
of the Illinois Eye and Ear Infirmary. 


The mobile unit, furnished and fi- 


nanced by the Lions Clubs of Illinois 
and staffed and maintained by the 
ISPB, began touring all parts of the 
state in 1969. The first glaucoma 
screening tests were administered on 
October 17th of that year, a historic 
date since it marked the first time the 
Society had been equipped to take a 
glaucoma screening program directly to 
the people in all sections of Illinois. 


The program was definietly neednd, 


since the Society estimates that there 
are some 100,000 adults in the state 
with unsuspected glaucoma. Blindness 
may result if these victims are not 
found in time. Tests to date have un- 
covered more than 9,000 possible sus- 
pect cases and these people have been 
advised to see their eye physician for 
further evaluation and possible treat- 
ment. 


The tests themselves are.free, quick, 


and painless, and the Society .encour- 
ages screening for everyone 35 or older. 
Statewide schedules are set about two 
months in advance. If the unit hasn't 


i been in your city or area during the 
past two years, a visit is likely. 


Mt. Prospect Plaza Charity Fair

Stans, former Secretary of Commerce who was a prominent 
fund-raiser for the President during the 1072 campaign. 


and sewer funds from HUD were cut off 
to prod Congress to pass this bill rather 
than continue categorical grant pro- 
grams," said Richardson, who attended 
the conference. 


The administration bill is designed to 


lump urban renewal, neighborhood facil- 
ities, open space, water and sewer, re- 
habilitation loans, public facility loans 
and model cities programs. 


No application for funds will be re- 


quired, a HUD spokesman said. Each 
government would be required to publish 
a statement of development goals and es- 
timated costs at least 60 days before 
receiving the funds. 


"THIS WOULD GIVE local citizens 


two months to look at proposed plans," 
the spokesman said. "That way, the citi- 
zen could say 'wait a minute, this should 
be spent for something else.' " 


Guidelines would require auditing of 


expenses after each fiscal year to insure 
that the funds are spent according to 
plan. 


Although HUD would administer fund- 


ing, the act is not a housing program and 
is not intended to subsidize housing de- 
velopments, Waner said. 


"By granting discretionary authority 


for planning programs to local govern- 
mental units, the federal government is 
reaffirming its commitment to urban 
problems," he said. 


"Politically, this bill just doesn't make 


much sense," Dave Garrison, of the Na- 
tional League of Cities, told the Herald 
yesterday. "Congress Just Isn't going to 
pass another revenue sharing bill that 
nearly duplicates' last year's." 


DES PLAINES will receive an esti- 


mated $411,534 in general revenue shar- 
ing funds via the 1972 revenue sharing 
bill. The city already has received three 
of the fund allotments. 


The League of Cities, of which Des 


Plaines is a member, has "no over-all 
policy on the bill," Garrison said. "We 
see a lot of advantages in consolidating 
these HUD programs. On the other hand, 
there is a limited amount of money and 
the federal commitment in areas of ur- 
ban renewal, model cities should be 
maintained."

Acres Ln. The neighborhood is residen- 
tial. 


"All I know Is that Lakewood In- 


dustries plans an office building there. 
Plans are being completed now and we 
will give a full presentation June 26.

general contracting firm, was hi Canada 
yesterday and was unavailable for com- 
ment. Lakewood reportedly will use at 
least part of the structure for its offices.

Lakewood has obtained an option to 


purchase the 53,738 square feet, about 1.3 
acres, from De Jong and Edward Heuer, 
owner of Heuer's Restaruant, Roscmont.

Backers of tl>e Chicago-O'Harc Inter- 


national Trade Center have abandoned 
the Idea of building a 20,000-scnt indoor 
.sports stadium In the convention com- 
plex and arc now studying the possibility 
of a merchandise mart, Douglas Dodds, 


• president of the First Arlington National 


Bank, said yesterday. 


Dodds and the bank arc financing the 


$i)5 million convention complex, the first 
part of which is .scheduled to open in Oc- 
tober. 1971. 


"There's n tremendous market for a 


merchandise mart out here and I think it 
would be a natural adjunct to the con- 
vention center," Dodds said in an Inter- 
view yesterday. 


He indicated that so far negotiations 


with major sports teams, including the 
Chicago Cougars hockey te.im, which 
might occupy the sports stadium, have 
been inconclusive. 


A MERCHANDISE mart, he said, is 


one possible building that could be sub- 
stituted for titc stadium. 


Chicago's Merchandise Mart, which 


has been called the world's largest pri- 
vate office building, houses showrooms 
for furniture, appliance and small ma- 
chinery builders, as well as offices. 


As an example of the potential for a 


merchandise center, Dodds said a manu- 
facturer of small appliances had ap- 


proached him seeking 600,000 square feet 
of exhibit space. 


T h e 
Chicago-O'Harc 
International 


Trade Center will have 220,000 square 
feet of exhibition space. It will also in- 
clude several restaurants, a lounge, 
meeting rooms and offices, and be con- 
nected to a 11,000-room hotel. 


Developers of the complex have said 


they will petition the Village of Arlington 
Heights for annexation of the 65-acrc site 
which is now unincorporated land be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village. 


A SPOKESMAN for the trade center's 


developers, Dan Fricdlander, said yes- 
terday he was unaware of any plans for 
a merchandise mart. 


Dodds said he expected to be able to 


name the operator of the trade center 
hotel soon. 


"We're negotiating directly with the 


president of a major hotel corporation," 
he said. 


He predicted the center would have a 


major impact on hotels and motels 
throughout the Northwest area and that 
(tic demand for rooms would be more 
than twice the number available at the 
convention center site. 


The complex will provide hundreds of 


new jobs and add substantially to the 
area's tax base, both through sales tax 
and real estate taxes, he said,

Village getting high-intensity street lights 


Streets in Elk Grove Village will be 


brighter and safer after new high-in- 
tensity lights are installed tills summer. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said yester- 


day work has started in the northern sec- 
tion of the village to replace the present 
incandescent lamps with mercury vapor 
lights. He said the new lights eventually 
will be installed at 360 locations on major 


thoroughfares, as well as on interior resi- 
dential streets. 


Commonwealth Edison Co. will replace 


incandescent lamps with mercury vapor 
lights at no cost to the village. However, 
the village could pay an additional $4,412 
per year for electricity, depending on the 
power of the lights installed. 


According to the village staff's recom- 


mendation, 42 of the brightest lights 
(11,750 lumens) will be placed on Land- 
mcier Road, Oakton and Ridge avenues 
and Elk Grove and Kennedy boulevards. 
The strength of lights on the interior 
streets will be almost doubled (from 
4,000 lumens to 7,800 lumens).

the high-intensity lights because lenses 
will be placed over the lamps to direct 
the light where it is needed on the street, 
instead of shining in bedroom windows, 
Willis said. , 


Willis said the village is.going with 


mercury vapor lights because they are 
more efficient and give more light per 
unit of electricity than incandescent 
lamps. He said more light on the streets 
will make them safer at night. 


Mercury vapor lights, which are used 


along the Northwest Tollway, require 
less maintenance and the bulbs last at 
least twice as long as the incandescent 
bulbs, Willis said. 


Willis said mercury vapor lights have 


been installed in sections of the village 
built in the last three years, and the cur- 
rent street light program is to upgrade 
lights in the older parts of the village. 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees will be asked tonight to approve 
a contract with Commonwealth Edison 
for the mercury vapor lights. The new 
street light program was approved by 
the trustees last year.

Court upholds car wash zoning denial 


Palatine Fairgrounds Park residents 


can breathe a little easier today. The car 
wash that they have been opposing for 
more than six months was turned down 
in Cook County Circuit Court yesterday. 


Judge Edward Healy upheld a Palatine 


Village ruling denying a special use zon- 
ing variation that would allow the car 
wash to be constructed in a business 
area. It would have been built on North- 
west Highway, south of Robertson Street. 


Artheur B. Dreisslger of Deerfield, who 


proposed the MacCleen's car wash fran- 


chise for the site, took the village to 
court in January to get their decision re- 
versed. 


Yesterday's court decision was the lat- 


est of a series of approvals and denials 
for the car wash proponents. 


In October, village plan commissioners

RANDHURST POLICE detained one person for a time 
yesterday when he became angered after the ticket 
supply for the Led Zeppelin concert was exhausted.

Large crowds appeared at 
both Randhurst and Woodfield in Schaumburg to buy 
tickets for the popular rock group. A melee at Wood- 
field resulted in two arrests.

It used to be that rock fans got feisty 


at concerts. Now the fights are breaking 
out at the ticket windows, weeks In ad- 
vance. 


Yesterday morning, tickets went on 


sale at area Ticketron outlets for the Led 
Zeppelin concerts July 6 and 7 at Chi- 
cago Stadium. A fight broke out at Wood- 
field Mall between at least two young- 
sters, and at Randhurst Shopping Center 
a glass door was broken. 


In Schaumburg, two juveniles were re- 


leased early Monday afternoon by police 
after being arrested in the morning dur- 
ing a disturbance at Sears Roebuck and 
Co.'s Ticketron outlet In Woodfield. Po- 
lice said the two were released after an 
investigation indicated there was no 
ground for filing charges. 


At Randhurst a glass door in the Ward 


store broke because of the press of the 
crowd. Doors opened at 10 a.m. and by 
the time the concerts were sold out 
(about 1 p.m.) some 750 tickets had been 
sold there. 


POLICE WERE called to the scene at 


Ward's, but the crowd was very quiet 
and controlled when they arrived. One 
youth walked around bragging to another 
that he had given the ticket seller $100 
and "they gave me 20 tickets or so." 


The Led Zeppelin is a British rock 


group, that also dabbles in acoustic gui- 
tar songs. An album released in April 
was the first in 17 months, and sales and 
scenes such as yesterday's prove the 
group's popularity has not been dimmed 
by unfamiliarity. 


A spokesman for Crawford's Depart- 


ment Store In the Rolling Meadows Shop- 
ping Center said the store had antici- 
pated the big demand. The store's deci- 
sion was not to sell any tickets to the 
concerts. 


"We just can't handle the volume," he 


said. "It's too great for this particular 
concert." 


Merchandise mart may replace planned stadium 


A merchandise mart, similar to the 


world-famous Merchandise Mart in Chi- 
cago, may be built near a multi-million 
dollar convention center planned for the 
Southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
Hoad and the Tollwny. 


Backers of the Chicago-O'Hare Inter- 


national Trade Center have abandoned 
the idea of building a 20,000-scat Indoor 
sports stadium in the convention com- 
plex and arc now studying the possibility 
of a merchandise mart, Douglas Dodds, 
president of the First Arlington National 
Bank, said yesterday. 


Dodds and the bank are financing the 


$i!5 million convention complex, the first 
part of which is scheduled to open in Oc- 
tober, 1974. 


"There's a tremendous market for a 


merchandise mart out here and I think it 
would be a natural adjunct to the con- 
vention center," Dodds said in an inter- 


view yesterday. 


He Indicated that so far negotiations 


with major sports teams, including the 
Chicago Cougars hockey team, which 
might occupy the sports stadium, have 
been inconclusive. 


A MERCHANDISE mart, he said, is 


one possible building that could be sub- 
stituted for the stadium. 


Chicago's Merchandise Mart, which 


has been called the world's largest pri- 
vate office building, houses showrooms 
for furniture, appliance and small ma- 
chinery builders, as well as offices. 


As an example of the potential for a 


merchandise center, Dodds said a manu- 
facturer of small appliances had ap- 
proached him seeking 600,000 square feet 
of exhibit space. 


The 
Chicago-O'Hare International 


Trade Center will have 220,000 square 
feet of exhibition space. It will also in- 


clude several restaurants, a lounge, 
meeting rooms and offices, and be con- 
nected to a 11,000-room hotel. 


Developers of the complex have said 


they will petition the Village of Arlington 
Heights for annexation of the 65-acre site 
which is now unincorporated land be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village. 


A SPOKESMAN for the trade center's 


developers, Dan Frledlander, said yes- 
terday he was unaware of any plans for 
a merchandise mart. 


Dodds said he expected to be able to 


name the operator of the trade center 
hotel soon. 


"We're negotiating directly with the 


president of a major hotel corporation," 
he said. 


He predicted the center would have a 


major impact on hotels and motels 
throughout the Northwest area and that 


the demand for rooms would be more 
than twice the number available at the 
convention center site. 


The complex will provide hundreds of 


new jobs and add substantially to the 
area's tax base, both through sales tax 


and real estate taxes, he said. 


The trade center is not being built to'

McCormick 


Place or Chicago hotels, according to 
Dodds, who says present facilities do not 
come anywhere near satisfying the need' 
for convention accommodations.

We get people from Arlington 
Heights, Rolling Meadows, and all 
around here. We're very happy with the 
location." 


Moy says his business is especially 


good on weekends and he attributes this 
in part to the Woodfield Shopping Center 
off Rte. 53 in Schaumburg which he 
thinks draws customers to the Algonquin 
restaurants. "I think since Woodfield 
was opened, we have many new custom- 
ers who are coming. On weekends people 


come and go to the restaurant after 
shopping. People become familiar with 
the restaurant and come to it." 


GREG EDWARD, manager of the Mr. 


Steak restaurant, 2765 Algonquin, agrees 
with Moy. "Woodfield is a big draw. A 
lot of people stop here asking for direc- 
tions to there and when they stop, they 
eat," Edward says. But other owners say 
they have not found Woodfield to be a 
particularly special draw. 


"I don't think people coming from 


Woodfield would really be driving along 
Algonquin," Palumbo contends. Kioutas, 
whose establishment is scheduled to open 
in mid-November, says he, too, doesn't 
think Woodfield will enhance his business 
greatly. 


"For my line of business, It would be a 


mile to drive (from Woodfield)," Kioutas 
says. "Traffic going to Woodfield doesn't 
go by Algonquin. It Is possible, though, 
that we would get some people who work 
there who may try us." 


While the owners agree the Algonquin 


area is a desirable one, they point out 
the presence of too many restaurants 
could turn the area Into a financial 
graveyard for them. 


"We're not worried about losing busi- 


ness at this time, but it depends on how 
many more restaurants open," says Ed- 
ward. "If the area becomes over- 
satured, It could be harmful." 


"There's room for a number of good 


restaurants here," adds Palumbo, "but 
if there are too many, we'll be left with a 
lot of empty ones."

At Randhurst a glass door in the Ward 


store broke because of the press of the 
crowd. Doors opened at 10 a.m. and by 
the time the concerts were sold out 
(about 1 p.m.) some 750 tickets had been 
sold there. 


POLICE WERE called to the scene at 


Ward's, but the crowd was very quiet 
and controlled when they arrived. One 
youth walked around bragging to another 
that he had given the ticket seller $100 
and ''they gave me 20 tickets or so." 


The Led Zeppelin is a British rock 


group, that also dabbles in acoustic gui- 
tar songs. An album released in April 
was the first in 17 months, and sales and 
scenes such as yesterday's prove the 
group's popularity has not been dimmed 
by unfamiliarity. 


A spokesman for Crawford's Depart- 


ment Store in the Rolling Meadows Shop- 
ping Center said the store had antici- 
pated the big demand. The store's deci- 
sion was not to sell any tickets to the 
concerts. 


"We just can't handle the volume," he

HAUG SAID yesterday the wood 


brought in by Raymond was dry-rotted 


but that maintenance personnel from the 
apartment complex had alreiidy repaired 
the balcony and were inspecting other 
balconies at the complex. 


"As soon as we (the building depart- 


ment) have a chance we'll inspect the 
balconies," Haug said. He said the city 
makes no regular inspections of bal- 
conies but added, "we expect them to 
last." He said no regular inspections are 
made because no city ordinance exists to 
allow such inspections. 


"We don't have a housing code that

Inc. will bo built In Schaumburg if the 
village grants the necessary zoning, a 
spokesman for Motorola said yesterday. 


Tlio firm plans to construct a 12-story 


office building connected by an indoor 
walkway to a new two-story building on 
ils property at Algonquin nndMcncham 
roads. Presently, one of Motorola's com- 
munications divisions Is located there. 


The village would hnvo to grant a ISO- 


foot variation in the height restrictions In 
manufacturing districts before the build- 
Ing could be constructed. Zoning allows 
3-Mory buildings 45 feet high. 


In addition to offices for (ho approxi- 


mately 200 people now located at corpo- 
rate headquarters In O'Haro Plaza, the 
building would house expanded facilities 
for the Communications division. 


THE SPOKESMAN said the expansion 


would probably create new jobs In the 
communications division, although this is 
only a possibility, she emphasized. The 
new two-story building would contain a 
new cafeteria on the first floor and a 
computer services center on the second 
floor, she added. 


The corporate headquarters were 


moved last February from Franklin 
Park to O'Harc Plaza, and the spokes- 
man said the move to Schaumburg would 
probably not be for another three years. 
Groundbreaking, however, would be in 
August assuming zoning were granted, 
she sold. 


Most likely the'office building would 


provide space for the salesmen in the 
communications division, she added. 


The Herald reported last January that 


Motorola was moving its corporate head- 


quarters to Schaumburg and building a 
high-rise building. A company official de- 
nied the report at the time, saying there 
were no plans to break ground in Schaum 
burg "in a month, six months, or in the 
next year."

Merchandise mart may 
replace planned stadium 


A merchandise mart, similar to the 


world-famous Merchandise Mart in Chi- 
cago, may be built near a multi-million 
dollar convention center planned for the 
Southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
Road and the Tolhvny. 


Backers of the Chicngo-O'Harc Inter- 


national Trade Center have abandoned 
the Idea of building a 20,000-soat Indoor 
sports stadium in the convention com- 
plex nnd arc now studying the possibility 
of n merchandise mart, Douglas Dodds, 
president of the First Arlington National 
Dank, said yesterday. 


Dodds and the bank arc financing the 


$ii5 million convention complex, the first 
part of which Is scheduled to open in Oc- 
lotwr, 1974. 


"There's n tremendous market for a 


merchandise mart out here and I think it 
would be n natural adjunct to the con- 
vention center," Dodds said In an Inter- 
view yesterday. 


He indicated that so far negotiations 


with major sports teams, Including the 
Chicago Cougars hockey team, which 
might occupy the sports stadium, have 
been Inconclusive. 


A MERCHANDISE mart, he said, Is" 


one possible building that could be sub- 
stituted for the stadium. 


Chicago's Merchandise Mart, which 


has been called the world's largest pri- 
vate office building, houses showrooms 
for furniture, appliance nnd small ma- 
chinery builders, as well as offices. 


As an example of the potential for a 


merchandise center, Dodds said a manu- 
facturer of small appliances had ap- 


proached him seeking 600,000 square feet 
of exhibit space. 


T h e 
Chlcago-O'Hare 
International 


Trade Center will have 220,000 square 
feet of exhibition space. It will also in- 
clude several restaurants, a lounge, 
meeting rooms and offices, and be con- 
nected to a 11,000-room hotel. 


Developers of the complex have said 


they will petition the Village of Arlington 
Heights for annexation of the 65-acrc site 
which Is now unincorporated land be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village. 


A SPOKESMAN for the trade center's 


developers, Dan Frlcdlander, said yes- 
terday he was unaware of any plans for 
a merchandise mart. 


Dodds said he expected to be able to 


name the operator of the trade center 
hotel soon. 


"We're negotiating directly with the 


president of a major hotel corporation," 
he said. 


He predicted the center would have a 


major impact on hotels and 
motels 


throughout the Northwest area and that 
the demand for rooms would be more 
than twice the number available at the 
convention center site. 


The complex will provide hundreds of 


new jobs and add substantially to the 
area's tax base, both through sales tax 
and real estate taxes, he said. 


The trade center is not being built to 


compete with Chicago's 
McCormick 


Place or Chicago hotels, according to 
Dodds, who says present facilities do not 
come anywhere near satisfying the need 
for convention accommodations. 


The Illinois House has passed a bill 


that would allow unlimited racing at Ar- 
lington Park and other state race tracks. 


Present laws limit to 60 the number of 


racing dates that can be awarded to any 
single thoroughbred racing association. 


The House-approved measure, how- 


ever, excludes Sunday horse racing. 


Arlington Park Pros. Jack Loome said 


yesterday he supports moves to give the 
racing board, which Is appointed by the 
governor, more power In determining 
when race tracks around the state will 
be open., 


"In my opinion, legislation should be 


passed to give the race commission the 
prerogative to run races at any time of 
the year it wants to," he said. 


ILLINOIS LAW now permits racing 


only in spring, summer and fall. . 


"You have to assume the commission 


is going to use good judgment in deciding 
a schedule," he said. 


Loome also said he is In favor of Sun- 


day racing, but added that labor unions 
may have the final word on whether 
tracks will be permitted to operate on 
Sundays. 


The House bill, as originally proposed, 


would have permitted Sunday racing. 
But the provision was dropped by Its 
sponsor, Rep.

William Street bridge still closed 


Although the William Street bridge 


across Weller Creek in Mount Prospect 
has been completed for several months, 
it is still closed to traffic. 


Village Eng. Leonard H. DIckc said the 


delay was caused by last fall's early cold 
weather, which prevented completion of 
roadwork south of the bridge. 


Arrow Road construction crews are 


currently working on widening William 
Street from a half-street to a full street 
at that point. Dickc said the work should 


be completed this month and then the 
bridge will be open. 


Tho William Street road work was 


being done in conjunction with similar 
widening of Burning Bush Lane, north of 
Euclid Avenue. That work is now com- 
pleted, Dicke said. 


THE $84,844 BRIDGE was built by 


Burns Construction Co. of Orland Park 
and designed by Bernard Hemmeter, 
consulting engineer. The bridge is the 


third in n series of five Weller Creek 
bridges planned by the village board sev- 
eral years ago. 


The next scheduled bridge is to be built 


across the creek at School Street. Con- 
struction, however, will not come until 
next year at the earliest. Village offi- 
cials hope to schedule the work so it will 
not conflict with the state's widening of 
the creek. 


The creek widening project has been 


temporarily halted for two related rea- 
sons. First, easements needed west of 
School Street have not yet been obtained 
by the village. The village has said it will 
not ask again for those casements until 
the state has prevented bank erosion in 
the area already widened. 


But the state has not received money 


for the bank stabilization. However, the 
village budgeted some money so the bank 
work will be done somehow this year. 


Senate OKs bill to remove incorporation obstacles 


A bill that would remove some of the 


legal obstacles blocking the incorporation 
of Prospect Heights passed the Illinois 
Senate Friday by a 33-5 vote. 


But the bill, which now goes to the Illi- 


nois House of Representatives for a vote, 
is not ns strong as hoped for by the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA). For two years the PHIA has 
been trying to incorporate Prospect 
Heights as a city, but the association has 
been stopped by objections from Wheel- 
ing and Arlington Heights. 


The bill, sponsored by State Sen. Brad- 


ley Glass, R-Northfield, nt the PHIA's 
urging, was amended to allow municipal- 
ities bordering a proposed Incorporation 
to enter objections, but not to hold up 
proceedings completely. Originally the 
bill, which was amended by Glass, would 
have permitted Prospect Heights and 
any other incorporated area of 7,500 resi- 
dents or more to incorporate without con- 
sent from neighboring villages. 


Glass' bill gives neighboring munici- 


palities within 1.5 miles the right to 


object to the incorporation on the 
grounds that the incorporation would ad- 
versely affect the ability of that munici- 
pality to carry out its responsibilities. 
The provision is not specific, but refers 
to municipal duties, such as water and 
sewer services, street maintenance and 
others. 


THE OBJECTING municipality would 


have the burden of proof, according to 
Glass, and a judge would decide whether 
the incorporation would hinder the exist- 


ing municipality. Glass said the court 


would then aid the two parties in finding 
mutually acceptable boundaries so tho 
incorporation process could proceed. 


As state law now stands, Arlington 


Heights and Wheeling have been able to 
prevent all incorporation proceedings 
simply by objecting and giving no rea- 
sons. Arlington Heights officials have 
told PHIA members their objections con- 
cern boundaries, but Wheeling has given 
no specific reasons.

School district 
won't receive 
money or land 


Palallnc-Kolling Meadows School Dlst. 


IS will not receive any money or land 
from the developer of 4.12 condominium 
units In southwest Arlington Heights. 


The developer, Charles G. Matthlcs, 


Inc., will contribute $50 per unit in place 
of a public land donation, but all the 
money, some $21,ono apparently will be 
kept by the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Joe Kiika, asst. supt. for Dlst. 15, said 


he was "very disappointed" by tlie deci- 
sion of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board last night not to give the money to 
the school district. 


Arlington Heights Is the only commu- 


nity out of seven municipalities uithin 
Dlst. 15 that hni never passed along the 
financial donations of developers, he 
said. 


T I I K ()M,Y I'AIIT of Arlington 


Heights In Ul.it. 15 Is the area between 
Old and New Wllkc roads from Central 
Hood to Algonquin Koad, and Arlington

The condominium project npproved by 


the board will be built between Old and 
New Wllkc roads, Juit north of Algonquin 
ll«n(l to the existing 12 Oaks Apartments. 
The development had been approved by 
the plan commlsiion, subject to a satis- 
factory contribution to the school dis- 
trict.

Toll: one fislfight, one busted door 
Led Zeppelin fans mob local box offices 


RANDHURST POLICE detained one person for a time 
yoitorday when he became angered after the ticket 
supply for the Led Zeppelin concert was exhausted. By- 
standers said the youth began yelling obscenities when 


the sellout was announced. Large crowds appeared at 
both Randhurst and Woodfield in Schaumburg to buy 
tickets for the popular rock group. A melee at Wood- 
field resulted in two arrests.

It used to be that rock fans got feisty 


at concerts. Now the fights are breaking 
out at the ticket windows, weeks in ad- 
vance. 


Yesterday morning, tickets went on 


sale at area Ticketron outlets for the Led 
Zeppelin concerts July 6 and 7 at Chi- 
cago Stadium. A fight broke out at Wood- 
field Mall between at least two young- 
sters, and at Randhurst Shopping Center 
a glass door was broken. 


In Schaumburg, two juveniles were re- 


leased early Monday afternoon by police 
after being arrested in the morning dur- 
ing a disturbance at Sears Roebuck and 
Co.'s Ticketron outlet in Woodfield. Po- 
lice said the two were released after an 
Investigation indicated there was no 
ground for filing charges. 


At Randhurst a glass door in the Ward 


store broke because of the press of the 
crowd. Doors opened at 10 a.m. and by 
the time the concerts were sold out 
(about l p.m.) some 750 tickets had been 
sold there. 


POLICE WERE called to the scene at 


Ward's, but the crowd was very quiet 
and controlled when they arrived. One 
youth walked around bragging to another 
that he had given the ticket seller $100 
and "they gave me 20 tickets or so." 


The Led Zeppelin is a British rock 


group, that also dabbles in acoustic gui- 
tar songs. An album released in April 
was the first in 17 months, and sales and 
scenes such as yesterday's prove the 
group's popularity has not been dimmed 
by unfamilfarity. 


A spokesman for Crawford's Depart- 


ment Store in the Rolling Meadows Shop- 
ping Center said the store had antici- 
pated the big demand. The store's deci- 
sion was not to sell any tickets to the 
concerts. 


"We just can't handle the volume," he 


said. "It's too great for this particular 
concert."

Who do you call if you'want to find a

cracy? 


In the Arlington Heights Village Hall, 


the man for all queries Is George 
Wcinand, village community relations of- 
ficer. 


Weiond capsulized his task: "What we 


arc trying to do with this position is open 
new lines of communication within the 
community." 


Wclnond's ability to clear up problems 


for the citizens of the village Is demon- 
strated by the fact he can plumb the 
depths of his job title and classification. 


Officially he is an administrative as- 


sistant to the village manager assigned 
to the office of community relations in 
the new department of administrative 
services. 


WEINAND CAME to the village a little 


over a year ago as a student intern to 
the planning department from Illinois In- 
stitute of Technology. The Internship was 
n success; when the community relations 
position was created through the vil- 
lage's new budget, Weinand was picked 
as the person to handle It. 


In the course of the first month on the 


$ll,500-n-year job, Weinand's office field- 
ed the question from a mother searching 
for a UFO club for her son. 


"Darryl Kenning (assistant village 


manager) and I directed her to School 
Wbt. 214's science department and Har- 
per College. We got a call Tuesday from 
n woman asking us if the Indianapolis 
500 was being run. She said she was 


cooped-up in an office and she was just 
curious." 


Weinand more often deals with people 


in need of help In finding the correct mu- 
nicipal department. 
, "The calls are in the nature of citizen 
requests and we do our best to satisfy. A 
person may have a problem with gar- 
bage or parking or an ordinance viola- 
tion and they don't know where to get the 
answer. I try to help." 


THE HELP MIGHT be In connection 


with the health department for a garbage 
problem or the police to get illegal park- 
ing cleared up. 


However, some inquiries require re- 


search into the application of ordinances 
or board rulings. Wcinand does that, too. 


Most village publications cross his 


desk on their way to the public. The soon 
to be released 
"Goals and Policy" 


statement was passed on by Weinand. 


Weinand also oversees the production 


and compilation of the municipal calen- 
dar for the village. 


The quarterly village newsletter is pre- 


pared by him. He has long-range goals of 
expanding it to a bi-monthly line from 
the government directly to the people. 


A TOWN CRIERS Club, proposed by 


former trustee Dwlght Walton, Is another 


project Weinand would like to see imple- 
mented. 


"It would be a far reaching organiza- 


tion. It would enable us to utilize one 
group to reach the entire geographic 
area of the town. Hopefully it could be- 
come a central informational clearing 
house." 


Because both he and the job started on 


May 1, there is still a great deal of 
growth and education to be accom- 
plished. 


"Darryl (Kenning) Is a great teacher, 


he has been very good about breaking 
me into the job He gives me the chance 
to expand with the responsibility. There 
is constant growth, variety and challenge 
here. If I just sat around and waited for 
problems, I'd go nuts. Here, I can reach 
out and do something." 


He continued, "I don't like to repeat 


myself, but it's the constant variety; all 
the different sources of In-put. It's help- 
ing people, primarily. I like to feel that 
way about this job. I'm someone in par- 
ticular the people can come to for infor- 
mation." 


WEINAND PRESENTLY lives in Chi- 


cago with his wife, but he is actively 
seeking a home in Arlington Heights. 


"I like the atmosphere of the town and 


I think there's a great bunch of people 
around here." 


Weinand foresees great changes and 


growth for the village, and he looks at 
the plans and sees the people in that fu- 
ture. 


"Population projections for the next 10 


to 15 years show an Arlington Heights of 
100,000. Most of the new housing units . 
will be multiple-family developments. 
There Is a need to get these people in- 
volved. It has been said the future of the ' 
village can be found In these apartments. 
They like the schools and shops. They're 
getting started here because they like the 
community and want to live here. They 
are the ones who'll be buying the new 
homes." 


WEINAND SAID he planned on a ca-. 


reer In public relations while in college. 
But the experience of municipal govern- 
ment steered him from the private to- 
ward the public sector of that field. 


"It started out just as the intern pro- 


gram and now I've been here over a 
year. I like the field and I like the pros- 
pect of the contact and communication' 
with the people." 


The bromide of "Let George do it,"' 


may become the answer instead of the 
run-around with Weinand at village hall.

ever, excludes Sunday horse racing. 


Arlington Park Pros. Jack Loome said 


yesterday he supports moves to give the 
racing board, which is appointed by the 
governor, more power in determining 
when race tracks around the state will 
be open. 


"In my opinion, legislation should be 


passed to give the race commission the 
prerogative to run races at any time of 
the year it wants to," he said. 


ILLINOIS LAW now permits racing 


only in spring, summer and fall. 


"You have to assume the commission 


is going to use good judgment in deciding 
a schedule," he said. 


Loome also said he Is in favor of Sun- 


day racing, but added that labor unions 
may have the final word on whether 
tracks will be permitted to operate on 
Sundays. 


The House bill, as originally proposed, 


would have permitted Sunday racing. 
But the provision was dropped by Its 
sponsor, Rep. Horace L. Calvo (D-Gran- 
lie City), when the bill was heard in 
committee. 


The Illinois Senate still has to act to 


change the state's racing laws before the 
bills can be sent to the governor. Senate 
bills, introduced by Sen. John Graham 
(R-Barrington), are still pending In com- 
mittee.

an underpass at Northwest Highway for 
years as a solution to traffic tie-ups at 
the intersection. The project has never 
been started because of its cost, which at 
one time was estimated at nearly $3 mil- 
lion. 


Dodds says he can guarantee the con- 


struction of a nine-story office and apart- 
ment building between Vail and Highland 
avenues, and probably a 250-room five- 
story motel on north Dunton Avenue, if 
parking garages were built downtown. 


THE PLAN HE has proposed would 


tax downtown property owners to pay for 


the structures. To do that, he has asked 
the village to create a downtown taxing 
district. But authority for such a move 
has not been given by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly. 


The parking proposal was greeted with 


enthusiasm by a committee of village 
trustees in April. 


All three investments 
and devel- 


opments will strengthen the tax base and 
economic health of Arlington Heights, 
Dodds says. 


That, he says, is. needed if Arlington 


Heights is going to continue to afford its 
municipal services, schools and parks. 
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
